SPACE GEOGRAPHY 


My face tuned a bit red and then we talked 
about other matters, especially the forchoom- 
ing visit of the Assistant Superintendent who 
would check my teaching. His technique was 
simple. He would question the students row 
by row. And when he finally arrived I wasn't 
too much worried, He did ‘everything in ten 
minutes. The first row xecited on the countries 
‘of Europe: The Second row recited on the coun- 
triess of Asia; and they showed a good knowl- 
ledge — at least to his satisfaction — of Ge- 
‘ography. So I was marked “S” and all was well. 

Classes came and went and the sume Geogra- 
phy was handed on from one group to another. 
‘Thea certain events took place co disturb the 
peaceful era of ropiticious teaching. Mankind 
fought and there were bitter wars, When finish. 
ed, the map makers had to produce new maps 
for the Geography classes. Some countries van- 
ished. Others got either smaller or bigger. But 
still ic was an Earthbound Geography. 

Then scientists began to accelerate the rate 
‘at which they were finding new products and 
making substioutes for standard items used by 
people. Once you could have taught that Rub- 
bec came from Bruzit and later most of it came 
from Malaya, The United States had no rubber, 
But new we were producing synthetic rubbec 
and it was rubber, We didn'e produce silk. That 
we imported from Japan. But with rayoa, ay- 
Jon, and daccon we were pushing the sales of 
Silk down and down. We were using a silk sub- 
stivate and more and more poople were buy- 
ing it, 

Suddenly Geography found itself in the 
Atomic Age. So we haye submarines and ships 
that can travel a long distance without ehe need 
of constant refueling, And clectcic power plants 
fucled by atomic piles would create power any 
place ia the world, From the desert sands of 


frica to the large wastelands of the Artic 
‘changes would be’ made on the face of this 
‘world. But still we were Earthbound. : 
| Lode in a horse drawn carriage — then ia 
aan automobile —, all on earth, So perhaps. 1

Fra is: doing since I still am teaching Geogra- 

xy. Consider the matter of explorations, Chil- 

en, as well as adults do enjoy reading the ad- 
ventures of those brave Souls who went into 
Unkown territories, s 

Whether it be ‘in Darkest Africa, the cold 
Astic, or Antartic Regions, or even beneath the 
‘sea, these were human beings looking for some- 
thing beyond the vanishing frontiers on this 
Earth. Then suddenly we have unlimited space 
thrown open for exploration. There was a time 
‘When about the only science fiction for children 
in my classes were the works of Jules Verne, 
But we always had to admonish the youngsters 
that this vas “only imaginary.’ 

‘Today we have a Space Administration in 
this country, We are no longer Earthbound. 
Not in fiction—but in reality—we are stazing 
to reach out for the unlimited area of outer 
space. We have even selected the fit group of 
men who will be shor up in a nose cone and 
then recovered. 

But at present and perhaps for some time to 
come, a lor of our exploration into outer space 
will ‘not be done by human beings but by 
scientific instruments. The , satellites already 
Bae eee vice 
give us bettor and more exactly knowledge of. 
Outer space. At present we plan to place a small 
scismograph on the moon with in six years to 
‘measure moonquakes and to answer age old 

juestions about the composition and origin of 

moon.

But 245-AX will be treated 
almost as if it were more than human, for it

‘of the moon with earth’s life forms before the 
biologiks have a chance to explore whether aay 
living microorganisms exist on the moon. 

‘When our early satellite went up into outer 
space the tracking stations followed it along 
with many students who heard the rebroadcase 
of the “becp-bee-heep.”” too will follow! 
the explorations of these devices into outer 
space. Now what will all this require in the 
changeover from World Geography to Space 
Geography? 

‘There will have to be a greater knowledge 
‘of he sciences and that includes mathematics, 

shysics, chemistry, and biology for the teachee 
as well as the student. Fourteen-year-old Bob 
brought a solar battery to class and explained 
jhow it works and what part it can play in space 
instruments. Fifteen-year-old Mike was study- 
ing himself data on rocket fuels. He even 
explained to me how a retro-rocker works and 
how it slows down “a space ship with a payload 
as it is about to land on the Moon.” 

Some of those scudents have even been fol- 
Jowing the TV Educational courses by them- 
selyes learning the newer informacion we have 
already acquired in these sciences. And we will 
need a lot of new teaching devices with some 
of them yet to be invented, perhaps by you or 
you. We’ need some good space maps and no 
doubt these will be continually changing as we 
get additional data from our unmanned exploca-

future. Pethaps some automation device will 
broadcast to the students from the Moon or aa 
Asteroid out in Spate. Seated in the classroom 
they may very well watch Robots working oa 
a preliminary station being built on the Moon.
